Carolinians to send an army to arrest 
the march of Sherman., He replied in n 
letter to the governor of South Caro- 
lina as follows: "I should not have 
waited for your application, for I la- 
ment as much as you do his (Sher- 
man's) past success nnd see that injury 
may result from his further progress. 
I have uo troops except those within 
this department, within which my op- 
erations are confined. According to 
your statement of General Sherman's 
force, it would require tills whole army 
to oppose him. It is now confronted by 
General Grant with a far superior ar- 
my. 
If It was transferred to South 


Carolina 
I do not believe General 


Grant would remain idle on tbe James 
river. It would be ns er.sy for him to 
move his army south as for General 
Sherman to advance north. Ton can 
judge whether tbe condition of affairs 
would be benefited by n concentration 
of two large Federal armies In Soutli 
Carolina with the rest of the Confed- 
eracy stripped of defense. 


"Rut should Charleston fall into the 


hands of the enemy, as grievous as 
WOKW be the blow and as painful the 
result. I cannot concur in the opinion 
of your excellency that our cause 
wo-.::d necessarily be lost Should our 
whole coast fall into the possession of 
our enemies, with our people true, firm 
aud un!:e,l the war would he continued • 
and our purpose accomplished.

most constant agitation for the Im- 
provement of Long wharf. 
In the 


past fifty } ears or more there have been 
many mass meetings called for the pur- 
pose of considering the proposed Im 
provement; commissions have been ap- 
pointed to draw plans and confer with 
the officials of the railroad as to the like- 
lihood of co-operation ou the part of the 
corporation; city council committees 
have "taken the first steps" time and 
again—and yet the wharf Is In no better 
condition than it was when the agita- 
tion was first begun. 
Perhaps there 


are two reasons for this. 
In the first 


place the city aud the railroad have 
never come logelher with plans drawn 
and approved by both parlies—it is 
possible that this cou'd be done easily, 
but in any evenl it never bas been 
done. But there isaiioluer anil a deeptr 
reason: The ideas of the advocates of 
the scheme have been too big. Newport 
is uot now, and has uot been, iu fit 111 
ancinl couditioii to spend $100,000 or 
J200,000 ou the improvement of Lout, 
wharf, nor is this amount essential lo a 
betterment of the conditions there. 
The Mayor presents the wisest solution 
of the difficulty. In his iuaugural ad- 
dress, aud again at the meeting of 
business men last week, he advised 
that the road-bed and sidewalk be put 
iu excellent condition aud that the 
other couditious of the wharf would 
improve themselves naturally. 
The 


sum off 25,000 expended on the wharf 
would be sufficient to make a vast im- 
provement over the present 
condi- 


tions. 


No oue denies that $100,000 or $200,- 


000 could be dumped into Long wharf 
and the wharf would show every ceut 
of the money, but that is not the ques- 
tion. Is tbe city able to afford this ex- 
penditure or is it tbe best use that can 
be made of this amount by the city? 
The advocates of this plan claim that 
the wharf Is the first spot that Is seen by 
many of the visitors to the city, there- 
fore it should be made a beauty spot. 
As a matter of fact, however, what pro- 
portion of the summer visitors really 
gel their first glimpse of Newport ou 
thia 
wharf*.' 
The great bulk of the 


passengers that come to Newport by the 
Fall River Line from New York go 
right through to Fall River aud come 
down by rail at a reasonable hour ill- 
stead of leaving the boat at Newport, 
and the railroad company makes no 
extra charge for this privilege. There 
may be a few from lloston who come 
down by boat from Fall River and land 
at Lon^ wharf in the evening. 
Aside 


from these few ihe only other .summer 
visitors who land at Long wharf are 
those who come ou the New York ex- 
cursion steamers on Sunday—for a -stay 
of two hours. 


There are many Xewporters who use 


the wharf, ilmre are many slrangejs 
•who leave the town from Ibis point, 
aud there is a great deal of heavy traf- 
fic aud freighting done here. But for 
this business a well-built roadway and 
» smooth, substantial granolithic side- 
walk, with a few more electric lights, 
would bo all thai It required. 


If Ihe city of Newport, or the citizens 


of Newport, have an exlra hundred 
thousand dollars to spare they should 
divert tlie surplus to some project that 
will bring business to the city.

There are a number of mem- 
bers of the Stock Exchange, who cau 
remember the flrst time London pi lews 
were received over the cable wheu 
Cyrus W. Field's great undertaking of 
layiug an electric wire u uder (he At- 
lantic Ocean was finally completed lu 
1800. It irtouly ilnrly-elirht years ago, 
when the stock ticker, now an indis- 
pensible adjunct of every olllce iu Ihe 
Wall street district, lirel mado its ap- 
pearance. The writer of this article re- 
gards as the most wonderful recollec- 
titin of Ills life, his hearing u human 
voice over un electric wire in 187,% a 
year before Hell exhibited his Ural tele- 
phone at the Centennial Exhibition. 
Electric lights and electrical traction are 
all productions of the past quarter of a 
century. 


Such a retrospect as this makes of 


intense interest the census bulletin just 
issued, exhibiting tile progress of tele- 
phones and telegraphs in ih<: United 
States. A summary of this has already 
beeu published, and we will merely 
call atteutiou to a few of the striking 
proofs, which it affords, of the wouder- 
fui progress of electricity m the past 
twenty-live years. It is a most sugges- 
tive fact, that the uuuioer of miles of 
telephone wire iu the United mates iu 


1902 
was over thiee times the number 


of telegraph wires. The salaries and 
wages paid to em ploy en of telephone 
systems amount to 186,000,000, as com- 
pared with $15,000,000 paid by the tele- 
graph systems. The capital Invested 
m telephone companies is 1348,000,000, 
as against $168,000,000 invested in the 
telegraph systems. 
The telephone 


icveuue of the country is over $86,000,- 
000 and the telegraph nearly $41,000,- 
000. The telephone developmeut has 
been substantially since 1880. 
.Since 


theu the miles of telephone wire have 
increased from 34,000 to 4,850,000 and 
the total revenue from JS.OOO.OOO to £SG - 
OUO.OOO. 
between 1880 and 11)02 the 


telegraph mileage of the United States 
increased 352 per ceut. and the tele- 
phone mileage increased 1414 per cent. 
The revenue of the telegraph systems 
Increased 150 per cent., and the revenue 
of the telephone companies increased 
276 per ceut. 


The progress in electric traction has 


seen equally remarkable. 
Uorse car 


lines, which a few years ago prevailed 
in every city in the country, have now 
Men transformed into the electric sys- 
tem, and at the time of the last report 
made by the census bureau, there were

only 259 miles of track left that were 
operated by animal power. 
Moreover 


he invention of the electrical traction 
systems, has lead to a vast extension of 
car lines into the rural territories sur- 
rounding the large towns and cities, 
and last year there were more tbau 
*>,800,000,000 passengers carried on the 
itreet car lines of the United States. 
The authorized capitalization of traction 
companies in 1892 amounted to $2,870,- 
WO.OOO, while the gross earnings were 
$247,000,000. 


But this is only the beginning of elec- 


rical development. There can be no 
doubt that we lire merely upon the 
hresbold of a wonderful age of electri- 
ity. The pojuibililies of the future arc; 
>oundless. 
Already the day of the 


team locomotive is approaching an 
nd. It will probably uot be long be- 
oie it is entirely superseded by the 
lectric riiolor. 
Within a very short 


line theie will not be u single steam 


t locomotive entering the territory of 


(jreattr iS'ew York. 
liut even this 


evolution scarcely reveals Ihe changes 
which are to be bioughl about by 
further electrical development. Nicola 
Tesla in a recent article attempts lo 
give some idea of what is to take place 
within the not far distant future. Mr. 
Tesla is a good deal of a poet and 
dreamer, but then all advance iu sci- 
ence and invention is along the line of 
imagination, and Mr. Tesla has accom- 
plished enough to make his dreams 
very suggestive indeed. 
He believes 


that the developmeut of electricity is to 
make universal peace inevitable. 
He 


declares that the skilled electricians 
will settle the battles iu the near future, 
because they will invent the engines of 
destruction. 


But it is uot merely iu making war 


more terrible that electricity will aid in 
the establisbmeut of universal peace. 
The greatest conquest of man is the 
complete annihilation of distance, and 
this is what is already being accom- 
plished by electricity. The telegraph, 
the telephone and the cable are how- 
ever, merely the first stages iu this pro- 
cess of annihilation of distance. 
VV ire- 


less telegraphy is the next step, and 
beyond that will be the wireless trans- 
mission of power. The waterfalls are 
being harnessed for the work of man- 
kind, and whereas now about three 
million horse-power has beeu produced 
3.V the system of alternating current 
:ransuiissiou, Mr. Tesla predicts some- 
thing aggregating over one hundred 
and fifty million horse-power. He de- 
clares that millions of instruments of 
all kinds will be opeiated from oue 
nachiue, and iu an article published 
n the Electrical World and Engineer 
la talks about "delivering energy at 
he rate of oue million horse-power, u 
hundred fulls of .Niagara combined in 
one, striking the universe in blows that 
will awaken from their slumbers the 
sleepy electricians—if there be any—on 
Venus or Mars." Is this the talk of 
one who dieauis dreams? Well, what 
would be thought of Benjamin Franklin 
if, a century and a quarter ago, lit pre- 
dicted that the lime would conic when 
a man in New York could talk lo ;i 
friend in Philadelphia?

take a little sober thought. Such prep- 
arations as these revive memories of the 
last great struggle In the anthracite 
field—a strike creating a situation so 
grave that thu President had to inter- 
fere iu order to prevent a disaster. 


Think of preparing for a strike one 


year in advance! It is true lhat this 
preparation is against the expiration of 
the present wage contract in 1906. 
But 


even so, it would seem as if any ques- 
tion between employers and employes 
that did noi reach tin issue iu over a 
year might reasonably be left to meth- 
ods of conciliation and peaceful adjust- 
ment. The laci thai Ihe matter does 
not work that wav speaks volumes of 
tlie enormous change livit has beeu 
brought about by the orgauizatiou of 
labor into great national bodies like 
this. The operators and miners iu Ibe 
anthracite Held are acting, uot like part- 
ners in a big • uterprise, but like aggres- 
sive competitors. 
Theit attitude re- 


sembles that of Kuesia and Japan before 
the outbreak of war, wbeu each was 
entertaining the ambassadors of the 
other and speaking words of peace, 
while secretly preparing for war. 


Buch au attitude as this cannot al- 


ways be the position of capiial and 
labor, whch should march shoulder lo 
shoulder, aud uot stand face to face.

$12,000 and of Senators and Represen- 
tatives from £5,000 to $8,000. Still more 


| recently a bill was Introduced in the 


House providing for a salary of $100,- 
000 for the President, and also provid- 
ing that Ihe President after his retire- 
ment from otlice should receive $2o,000 
a year during his life. These bills are 
in no way like the famous salary grab 
of the seventies wheu Congress voted 
itself not only increased salaries but 
hack pay, for the Senate recommenda- 
tion slates that the bill is uot intended 
to lake effect during ihe life of the 
present Congress. It is interesting to 
observe with what unanimity "the de- 
sire for an increase of the salary ol the 
President Is felt. Almost without ex- 
ceplion ihe Senators and Representa- 
tives declare ihemselvesio be iu favor 
not alone of an increase but of a perma- 
nent Income for a retired President. 
There is a concensus of opinion that 
the work of the Prebidcut has vuslly 
increased since the law was passed 
giving him a salary of lifty thousand a 
year and that compared with the com- 
pensation paid by other countries to 
theii rulers the sum of $100,000 yearly 
would not be large. 
Concerning tba 


amount to be paid after the retirement 
of a President many Congressmen are 
emphatic lu saying [haul is the busi- 
ness of the country to see that her ex- 
Presidents are provided for iu a way 
that becomes the dignity of the'office 
aud the Nation.

TbM* aw 
tboM who mike * buiUMM of catohlug 
the grasshoppera during tho b*M WMOU 
for them, which Is iu May, Juue, July 
aud later. At first tt» grasshopper* 
begin to appear iu swarms, but o 
•mall size. AD tbe grasshopper grown 
the proiwrtlonale increase iu size of tlie 
swarms are uoticeuble. 
At Ilrst ihe 


crowds of grasshoppers passing over- 
bead teemed something like a hazy at 
uiospliere; after a few weeks growth 


I tbe clouds of hoppers become dark and 
laud beavy. They lly iu large numbers 
laud tbe day Is darkened as soou 
[ swaruis of hoppers appear in any viei- 
' urity. They usually light in the pas- 


tures, where they live ou the smaller 
insects, the gru&a 
und 
vegation iu 


general. When a swarui of full-hized 
grasshoppers lights on a farui or other 
.productive land the vegetation is al- 
most completely ealeu oil'. Iu the 
meantime however, the owner of the 
laud, with his neighbors, have been 
bard at work catching the grasshop- 
pers. 


Tbe mode of catching tbe grasshop- 
pers iu tbe Philippines is Interesting. 
There are always two or three bell boys 
stationed ID the 
lowers of the big 


churcb of each cliy, town or burrio of 
tbe Philippine group, these boys being 
there for the purpose of Bounding the 
various ligual bells. There are certain 
(strikes fur funerals, others for births, 
aud at present there are signals for the 
approach of au army. These boys iu 
the tower keep a sharp lookout for indi- 
cations of tbe approach of grasshopper 
swarms. During tbe hopper season 
they are particularly active aud an- 
nounce tbe approach of the swarms as 
soon as seen, for tbe grasshoppers often 
merely pass over a towu, but usually 
Jow enough for the natives to catch 
many of them. As coon as tbe bell- 
boys we that there are some scattering 
graasboppirs iu tbe air, as au advance 
guard to the main body, they sound 
the proper signals on tbe bells, and 
hundreds 
ot 
expert 
grasshopper 


catchers, with nets, turn out. 


There are several methods used by 


the natives for catching grasshoppers. 
The moat effective is tbe net. This Is 
a large butterfly net, arranged with 
netting placed over a hoop, aud to tbe 
latter is fixed a long baudle. 
The ua- 


•ti ve take! this handle, and, witb tbe 
mouth of tbe net'toward the grass- 
hoppers, he rushes forth, bagging con- 
sideraole numbers at each run. 
The 


grasshoppers always go m swarms, ex- 
cept the advance guard aud tbe strag- 
glers, aud If anything occurs to disturb 
tbeir flight they get confused and tum- 
ble iuto bags readily or fall Into the 
open mouths of uets. 
They fly so 


closely that they cauuot well escape, as 
when they turn slightly out of tbeir 
course they come Into contact wilb 
others next to tbem. 


The hopper is flrst so thoroughly 


dried out In the heat of tbe sun or iu 
tbe oven that there is nothing left that 
is really objectionable,and .a nice crispy 
article of food results. 
This tastes 


sweet of itselftaud something like gingt r 
biscuits. The natives usually sweeten 
tbe grassbupper more by using a 
sprinkling of brown sugar. Then the 
confectioners make up grasshoppers 
witb sugar, chocolate trimmings aud 
colored candies iu such a way that a 
very nice tasting piece of confectionery 
is obtained. The housewife of tbe Phil- 
Ippiues takes considerable delight iu 
placing before you a nice grasshopper 
pie or cake. The grasshopper pie is 
the most wonderful dish, as the big 
hoppers are prepared in such a way 
thut they do not lose their form or any 
of their parts. (Jare is taken to keep 
the grasshoppers intact, aud the}' Ire 
arlisijrally arranged on the top crust of 
the pie,while in the interior are some of 
the broken hoppers, mixed with special 
foods. The grasshopper cake has the 
grasshoppers sprinkled through it, and 
resembles plum or raisin caKe. 
In 


some sections of the Islands the natives 
grind the crisp hoppers into a line 
powder, and this powder is used for 
making articles of food, aud in some 
places it is reduced to liquid form and 
taken as au article of drink. 


Another articleof food which isrelish- 


•ed by the natives is procured by col- 
lecting large quantities of moths from 
tbe rouks of the mountainous regions. 
In several spots iu the mountains In 
Pauay aud other islands of the southern 
portion of the Philippine group moths 
exist so thickly that they can Be scrap- 
ed off iu buckets by the quart. 
The 


moths seem to mass iu the crevicesaud 
there 
bang. 
One could 
get a 


barrel of tbe moths in a very short time. 
The natives have not failed to investi- 
gate the worth of the moth as an arti- 
cle of food, and they use the insect Iu 
large quantities. Their mode of catch-
